A master plan report is scheduled 
to be presented at town meeting, but 
town officials have said it is unlikely 
a completed master plan would be 
ready by then.

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Plastic, Glass Pickup Saturday 


By Virginia Cole 


Bring all kinds of plastic and all colors 
of glass to the collection bin at the Town 
Offices parking lot Saturday, Jan. 21, 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Don’t say I don’t have much glass or 
plastic to recycle. Look in your cupboard 
and see all the things stored in glass or 
plastic, or better still, walk up and down 
the grocery store aisles. There will be 
fruit juices, salad dressing, peanut but- 
ter, mustard, pickles, catsup, jams and 
jellies, all in glass. Besides cleaning prod- 
ucts, detergents, etc., you will find syrup 
and some oils in plastic. In the refriger- 
ated section are milk, orange juice, yo- 
gurt, cider, cheese dips in recyclable 
plastic. Two or three grocery bags a 
month can store what you have thrown 
way before. We will all save money and 
the environment from your effort. 


Two plastic recycling plants are open- 
ing in Massachusetts. GENPAK Corp. of 
Glens Falls, N.Y., and Mobil Chemical 
Corp. of Stamfod, Conn., are constructing 
the first plant in the country to recycle 
polystyrene foam products such as food 
trays, cups and containers. This polysty- 
rene waste processing facility will be lo- 
cated in Leominster. 

Energy Answers Corp. and Star Plas- 
tics of Albany, N.Y., have announced 
plans to privately construct a materials 
recovery facility in Rochester. 


The regional materials recycling facili- 
ty (MRF) being built in Springfield will 
be the beginning of a new age in recycling 
in Massachusetts. Fifty-six communities 
in central Massachusetts will be able to 
send all their paper, glass, tin and alumi- 
num. [t is expected to save $860,000 for 
these communities in the first year of op- 
eration. Although state sponsored, this fa- 
cility will be run by a private company, 
Resource Recovery Systems of Connecti- 
cut. This company runs MRFs in New 
Jersey, Connecticut, New York City and 
Long Island. 

The company will take the materials

trucked to Springfield and convert them 
into products that can be sold to business- 
es that manufacture an end product or 
refine them further. They process me- 
chanically without using heat or chemi- 
cals. One of their inventions is a glass 
processing machine which shatters glass 
in such a way that the glass goes in one 
direction and metal caps and labels go in 
another. They will separate tin cans from 
aluminum and then separate the alumi- 
num again into two kinds from which they 
are made. The “‘tin’’ cans are almost 
wholly steel and are cleaned and flat- 
tened. Paper and cardboard will be sepa- 
rated and sold to companies which 
remove the ink. The end product may 
make more paper or go into paperboard 
(boxes). 

The state will pay the plant a fee for 
operation, but will share in the profits 
generated and pass these profits on to 
participating communities. Of course, the 
big savings is the tipping fees now being 
puaees at either incinerators or land- 
ills. 

The state contacted our Northeast Re- 
gional Incinerator (NESWC) and pro- 
posed an MRF for us. But, at that time, 
with none of the communities having 
mandatory recycling legislation and And- 
over the only one with a recycling pro- 
gram, we didn’t get the nod. Now we 
must lobby our neighbors to come into 
this century before the next one catches 
up with us and work for an MRF.

Trust must be 
earned through car- 
ing. Avoid one-shot 
conversations or 
short chats between 
errands or ap- 
ppointments, steer 
clear of sarcasm 
and accusations and 
avoid discussions 
while your teenager 
is under the effect of 
a drug dose or when 
you’re too angry to 
be calm. Avoid 
seeking sympathy 
from your child or 
engulfing yourself 
in guilt.

Raymond is a 
sculptor whose 
work has reached a 
level of fluid and se- 
ductive maturity. 
Seductive here im- 
plies a compelling 
vision which some- 
times playfully, 
sometimes reticent- 
ly and sometimes 
violently reveals the 
underlying content 
of the work. Ray- 
mond has ciearly 
identified his con- 
cerns and has trans- 
lated them nto 
brutal, yet elegant 
objects which he de- 
scribes as ‘‘de- 
vices.” 

His cinnamon col- 
ored steel sculp- 
tures range from 
table top small to 
the humanly scaled 
large. The objects 
have a ‘medieval 
feel” in the way 
they visually con- 
jure weaponry and 
combat. Yet they 
also have the look 
and feel of molten 
metal, hardened 
during a serpentine 
passage from found- 
ry to  sculptor’s 
hands. 

Raymond’s most 
important concerns 
are the sets of duali- 
ties, or contrasts, 
possesed by each 
piece. The work is 
simultaneously ca- 
pable of motion, yet 
bound by obstruc- 
tion, as exemplified 
in a large wheel- 
based piece. The 
wheel resting on the 
floor is massive and 
steady, poised on 
the edge of heavy, 
graceful motion. At- 
tached to it is a fier- 
cely and abruptly 
halting object, itself 
graceful, like a limp 
body chained to a 
rock. The ever pre- 
sent and inter- 
changeable 
combinations of sta- 
ble and unpredict- 
able, yes and no, 
black and _ white, 
stop and go. in- 


trigue the sculptor 
and formulate the 
essence of his con- 
cerns. 

Also included in 
the sculpture are 
pieces which are 
vertically oriented 
with the top sections 
closed off by a hori- 
zontal slab or table 
top.

plan, which has been strongly opposed by 
some neighborhood residents, at a com- 
munity meeting tonight at Cooley Hall on 
the PA campus. 

She said the meeting with town officials 
“went well. They made suggestions for 
details we hadn’t thought of, like a tele- 
vision camera inspection of the sewer and 
improved signage.”’ 

Other aspects of the site plan discussed 
Tuesday included hooking up a water 
main from Phillips Street to School 
Street, ‘‘which will increase water pres- 
sure,” said Finbury. 

Complete access for disabled people 
wili be provided, she said. ‘“The entire 
building will be barrier-free.” 

A major neighborhood concern has 
been traffic control, a situation Finbury 
feels will be handled by prohibiting park- 
ing in the circle in front-of the campus 
and requiring employees to park in desig- 
nated lots. 

A major fire access problem was solved 
when PA officials decided to scale down 
to 52 apartment units, said Finbury. An 
existing dining hall would have hampered 
access for fire vehicles to the back of 
Draper Hall. After exploring several op- 
tions, the school and developer chose to 
simply demolish the dining hall. 

The remaining dwellings will be rented 
as one- and two-bedroom apartments, 
with and without dens, and duplexes. Size 
will range from about 750 square feet to 
1,400 square feet, said Finbury. 

No estimates on rental rates have been 
established, but Finbury indicated the 
units were being developed as “‘high-end” 
rentals. 

“This is really a good site plan. I’m 
very happy with it,” Finbury said. “It’s 
based on a lot of thought and discussion 
with town officials. I feel (the plan) pro- 
tects open space, landscaping and the 
presence of the buildings. That’s been our 
goals.”’

Post Office Goes Smoothly

If there is a Murphy’s Law for post offices, it should 
have been lurking in the corners of Andover’s 52- 
year-old postal facility, waiting for an opportunity to 
foul up last weekend’s move to a new building on 
Stevens Street. 

Tony Mendoza, Andover’s postmaster, had stuck 
his neck out; promising a smooth transition and no 
interruption of services. In short, he practically in- 
vited calamity. 

But Mendoza met Murphy and in the end, planning 
and hard work apparently won out. 

According to the postmaster, the move “went beau- 
tifully. One of my biggest satisfactions was that we 
didn’t cut any services out. We opened the windows 
on Saturday and delivery went on as usual.” 

Mendoza credited many hours of overtime and lit- 
erally two and a half years of planning with making 
the move successful. 

Opening day on Tuesday was marked with a rib- 
bon-cutting and ceremonial flag-raising. Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony marked the occasion, 
commenting that the community was long overdue 
for a new post office. 

Most customers were very excited and pleased by 
the aesthetics of the new building and the abundance 
of parking, said Mendoza. 

He complimented the patience of postal box renters 
who came to pick up new keys. The amount of boxes 
available jumped from 400 to almost 2,000 and about 
150 people showed up Tuesday to fill out applications 
for a new box, said Mendoza. A variety of sizes are 
now available with yearly rental fees running from 
$28 to $260. 

In addition to the satisfaction of seeing the move go 
without a hitch, Mendoza received an additional bo- 
nus on Tuesday. 

For the first time in two and a half years, Mendoza 
was able to walk into his own office. Sorely needing

operating space in the old building, the postmaster 
and his supervisors gave up their offices and moved 
their desks into the basement.

“This was a game we weren’t expected to win, especially since it was at 
pore noted Ryser. “‘But the kids came up big and we got out of there with 
the W.

Commuter 
Rail Fares 
Increase 


The Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority Board of Directors has voted to 
increase fares on the MBTA’s commuter 
rail system. One-way fares will be raised 
from 17 to 32 percent—40 to 75 cents per 
trip—depending on the distance traveled. 

These increases, the first since 1981, 
were recommended by the MBTA Advi- 
sory Board in 1988. The advisory board, 
which has oversight responsiblity for the 
MBTA’s budget and is comprised of rep- 
resentatives of 78 cities and towns in the 
MBTA district, voted that the authority 
must recover a minimum of 33 percent of 
its operating expenses from fares. 

“The only options,’ said MBTA Gener- 
al Manager James F. O’Leary, “were to 
raise fares or to reduce service. Given a 
100-percent increase in commuter rail 
ridership in the last five years, reducing 
service was unacceptable.” 

Under the current fee structure, the 
fare recovery ratio for commuter rail 
was only 28 percent. The new fares will 
bring that figure to 34 percent, an esti- 
mated revenue increase of $6.1 million. 


The original fare increase proposal was 


to raise commuter fares by a flat 50 cents” 


each way. However, after reviewing writ- 
ten and oral testimony from approxi- 
mately 400 riders, O’Leary responded to 
public concerns that a flat fee was unfair. 
Instead, he recommended a new fee 
structure which was approved by the 
board. 

O'Leary said, ‘“‘Most of our riders who 
offered opinions on the proposed fares did 
not object to the idea of an increase, but 
felt that it should be equitably distrib- 
uted. We, therefore, designed a new fee 
structure which ensures that those riding 
the longest distances pay a higher 
amount.’ 

Prices of all single ride tickets will in- 
crease March 1. This includes discount 
fares for senior citizens, handicapped in- 
diviudals, children and students. 

Fare increases for monthly commuter 
passes will take effect April 1. 

There will be a 50 cent surcharge if 
tickets are puchased on the train, effec- 
Mie March 1, The current surcharge is 25 
cents. 


Passengers should be advised that the 
design of the new commuter rail passes 
will be different in that only the zone will 
appear on the pass rather than the letter 
code and dollar amount. The monthly 
commuter rail passes are valid on all rap- 
id transit, streetcar and bus lines.

As Collins was reading the note, she 
was quick to notice the student had writ- 
ten her “‘I’’s incorrectly and said ‘‘we’il 
have to go over that.” 

Being an Andover resident all these 
years has given Collins the opportunity to 
know students both in and out of the class- 
room. This was especially true when her 
two children attended elementary school. 

Since then, she has taught some second 
generation kids—that is, children of for- 
mer students. It can come in handy. Col- 
lins recalls a student who wasn’t sure 
which bus to take home. But she knew 
where to lead him. Unbeknownst to him, 
he was the son of her daughter’s friend. 

Being around for so many years, Col- 
lins has witnessed some changes. 

Recalling the move to Bancroft in April 
of 1969, Collins said the building wasn’t 
completely finished. ‘‘They were literally 
putting down cement sidewalks,’’ she 
said. 


The staff used the outdoor construction ~ 


activities as teaching tools, said Collins, 
who remembers teaching the children 
how to take measurements outside. 

A slew of teaching philosophies have 
come to the forefront since she began tea- 
ching in the early 60s. But most of the 
time, your teaching style is adapted to 
your young students, according to Collins. 
“You pick up from where the children are 
and take them from there,” she said. 
“And,” she added, ‘You don’t miss any 
loopholes.’’
